The  Journalism  Club  of  FHS  was  founded  in  the  school  year  of  1958-  59  for 
the  purpose  of  publishing  a  high  school  newspaper.  The  first  Editor  of  this 
new  paper  entitled  *The  Mountain  Echo*  was  George  Patton,  both  able  and  cap¬ 
able  and  the  faculty  adviser  and  sponsor  was  Mrs.  Shufford. 

The  next  year  the  paper  continued  with  success  under  the  able  co-editors, 
Kenneth  Bryant  and  Lewis  Patton.  The  paper  was  sponsored  that  year  by  a  new 
teacher  at  FHS,  Miss  Gloria  Reagan. 

In  1940-  4l,  the  paper  continued  under  the  editorship  of  Kenneth  Bryant 
who  was  supplanted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  This  term  the  club  had  as 
sponsor  Miss  Reagan  who  had  continued  on  at  FHS. 

This  year  the  paper  entered  its  fourth  year  of  publication  with  Sol  Sand¬ 
ers,  Editor  and  Mary  Frances  Page  as  Associate  Editor.  The  club's  activities 
were  under  the  direction  of  a  new  sponsor,  Miss  Jewel  Vandiver.  The  club  and 
many  of  the  students  were  expressing  the  hope  at  the  end  of  the  term  that  it 
would  be  possible  to  publish  the  paper  despite  the  war  and  other  handicaps  .
